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Junior Eurovision: a brief history: 

Inspired by a Danish children’s show in 2000 that expanded to Scandinavia’s MGP Nordic. 
Junior Eurovision was first run in Copenhagen, Denmark in 2003, with Croatia taking home 
the first JESC trophy. Artists competing must be between the ages of 9 - 14 on the day of 
the contest.

Differences between JESC and ESC: 

The contest has been through many changes in its seventeen years, and while there are 
similarities between the Eurovision Song Contest and Junior Eurovision Song Contest, there 
are some very distinct differences too: 

• Junior Eurovision hosts are selected via a bidding system, rather than automatically 
awarding hosting duties to the previous year’s winner. 

• Supporting vocals may be included on the backing track; they do not need to be 
performed live. However, all lead vocals must be performed live. Like at Eurovision, 
instrumental arrangements are all included on the backing track. 

• The song must be sung in any of the national languages of the country it is 
representing, although up to 40% of the lyrics are allowed in another language. 
Artists should have a citizenship or residency of the country they represent. 

• The song must last a minimum of 2 minutes 30 seconds, while there is no minimum 
length at the Eurovision Song Contest. Both contests set a maximum song length of 
three minutes. 

• Junior Eurovision’s score is tabulated by a combination of national juries and an 
online public vote open to viewers from around the globe. 

























Participation: 

Active member broadcasters of the European Broadcasting Union are permitted to take part 
in the contest, though the show has been screened in several non-participating countries, 
and contest participation may be extended to Associate Members on an invitation-only basis, 
as in the cases of Australia and Kazakhstan. 

Out of the thirty-seven countries that have participated at least once, only 2 countries - 
Belarus & The Netherlands - have competed in every Junior Eurovision so far. As of 2019, 
Georgia is the most successful nation at the Junior Eurovision Song Contest with three wins 
and two 2nd place finishes. Russia has won twice with two runner-up placements, Belarus 
has two victories and one 2nd place, and Malta have two wins in the bank as well. 

2019 Host City: Gliwice, Poland 

Founded in the 13th Century, Gliwice lies about 25 km west of the Silesian provincial capital 
Katowice, and not far from Poland’s border with the Czech Republic. With a population of 
just under 180,000 inhabitants, it is the third-largest city in the Silesia Province and the 
nineteenth-largest city in Poland overall. 

2019 Venue: Arena Gliwice 

Opened in 2018, Arena Gliwice is one of the newest multi-sport facilities in Poland, as well 
as the country’s third-largest. It has been selected as the venue for the 2023 Men’s World 
Handball Championships, and has already hosted concerts by Armin van Buuren, Slayer, 
and Scorpions. Its main arena hall has a capacity of over 13,000 seats. 

2019 Hosts: 

Ida Nowakowska 

Coming into the public eye as a finalist on the first series of the Polish edition of So You 
Think You Can Dance, Ida Nowakowska has been active on Polish screens and stages 
since her pre-teen years. While completing her studies at the University of California, Los 
Angeles, she worked as a dancer for Bruno Mars and Cee Lo Green. She’s the host of the 
Polish version of Bake Off Junior, a judge on the talent show Dance Dance Dance, and 
starting in 2020, she’ll be the host of The Voice Kids. 

Aleksander Sikora 

Starting his career as a presenter on MTV Polska, Aleksander is now one of the co-hosts for 
TVP’s Pytanie na sniadanie, a highly popular morning television show. 

Roksana W^giel 

A familiar name to Junior Eurovision fans, Roxie W^giel was the winner of the 2018 Contest 
with her song “Anyone I Want To Be”. She will be the first Junior Eurovision champion to 
return and host the show. Since her win last year, Roxie has released her self-titled debut 
album and a number of singles, and recently received the MTV EMA for “Best Polish Act”.
